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INTRODUCTION. 



The Registers of Caundle Bishop, from their commencement in 
1570 until the year 18 14, are comprised in three volumes. 

Vol. I is of parchment, in a limp parchment cover, the leaves, 
thiity-six in number, measuring 20 ins. by 6} ins. 

The entries begin on the second leaf \vith Baptisms, 1570; on the 
eighteenth leaf the Marriages begin; on the twenty-fourth leaf the 
Burials, also in 1570, but Burials for 1718-38 are recorded on the twenty- 
second and twenty-third leaves. 

The greater part of the twenty-sixth leaf has been cut away, but 
probably nothing has been lost thereby. 

On the veno of the twenty-ninth leaf are records of Benefactions, 
which are continued on the thirty-fifth. 

The last leaf in the volume contains only the entry of a marriage 
not "in the Origenall," dated 1590, written in the scribe's hand, — 
and the election of Waywardens in 1685, when the Register was used 
to record the entry, as though the usual Waywardens* Book was not 
at hand. 

It will be noticed that there are several lacunae in the volume, 
extending over a considerable period. 

The Register, to the middle of 1598, is a transcript. 

Vol. II is a narrow folio, bound in rough brown calf, and containing 
forty-one leaves of parchment, measuring i si ins. by 7 ins., with two

paper fly-leaves at the beginning and two more at the end. It is 
entitled "The Register Book of all persons Baptized, Married, and 
Buried in Caundle Bishop from Nov**"^ i737>" and on the first leaf it is 
recorded that ** This book was bought Nov^' 1738, cost 12s,

This leaf also contains Tables of Fees, a Memorandum relating to 
the Churchyard Fences, and a note of Mrs. E. Thome's Benefaction 
copied from the old Register. 

Leaves two to thirteen, both inclusive, and the beginning of leaf 
fourteen, contain Baptisms, 1737-1814; Marriages, 1738-1752, com- 
mence on leaf nineteen, and occupy one page only ; and Burials, 
1 737-1 8 14, commence on leaf thirty- three, and occupy eight leaves. 
The rest is blank. Some memoranda are written on the fly-leaves. 

Vol. Ill is the usual Marriage Register issued in 1754, a paper book, 
folio, in a parchment cover, and the leaves ruled with lines. It contains 
Banns and Marriages 1754-18 12. Twenty-one leaves are occupied with 
entries, the remaining three are blank.

" i79o» Jany- A Plantation made at Play Stock Elm, of Oaks, Beeches, Ash 
Trees and Firs by Mr. Wn» Burnet, Steward of the Manor, agreeably to 
the Directions of The Right Honorable Henry Lord Digby. The Point 
where the Trees are placed bein^ on the Hanging of the Hill (where the 
Road from Sherborne meets the Top of Beer Lane), it is now to be called 
Caundle Pennant (or Pendant)." 

It is stated that according to the Act passed 31 Dec, 1800,' the 
Overseers returned the Inhabitants, etc., of the Parish as follows: — 
Houses, 50; Families, 56; Uninhabited, 6. Males, 140. Females, 128. 
Agricultural, 130. Manufac, 9. In all 268 souls. 

" On Sunday, the 23d Day of October, 1785, Susannah Philips, who lives near 
Colonel Bridge * in this Parish of Bishop's-Caundle, did Penance in this 
Church, by standing, during the whole Time of divine Service, near the 
Reading Desk, in a white Linen Sheet, and immediately after the second 
Lesson, repeating words, after the Minister, to the following effect." 

The words are not given. The occasion which gave rise to this act 
of Penance may be seen on referring to the Baptismal Register on 
2ist March, 1785.

The following is also in Mr. Bristed*s handwriting : — 

"The Fences all round the Church Yard belong to the Parishioners, and are 
kept in repair by the Church Wardens. Nath. Bristed, Rector. This 
was decided by Archdeacon Hand at a Visitation held at Shaftesbury in 
ye year 1785, and confirmed by a Declaration of Anthony Notley who now 
occupies what is kwt i^oxrjv called the Farm, made at a Uestry in this 
Church of B. Caundle in y® presence of me Nath. Bristed, ye Rector, 
Geo. Fry, Geo. Spicer, Geo. Notley, Henry Brooke and others, 1786." 

The foregoing memoranda occur at the beginning of Volume II. At 
the end is pasted a cutting from an old newspaper, Aug. 6, [_} 1789], 
giving an account of the visit of George III to Sherborne Castle. 

Also is written — 

** Dr. Cotes, father of Edward Cotes, was the 2^ son of Colonel Cotes, who 
I married a Sister of W^n Lord Digby. A nephew of that Dr. Cotes (which 

f^* nephew was likewise a Colonel in ye army) married afterwards a Daughter 

of ye sd Wm Ld Digby."

(The earlier Patrons were the Bishops of Sarum.) 



Henry de Byngham, occurs 54 Hen. Ill (1249-50) in ih^ Placita Fores tee, 

William de Seltone or Salton, collated Cal. Nov., 1325, "although then 
possessed of the Prebendal Church of Fontmel." Patron, Bp. of Sarum. 
He held at various times the Prebends of Yatesbury and of Combe in 
Salisbury Cathedral, the Prebend of Fontmel in Shaftesbury Abbey, the 
rectories of Nettleton and Longbridge Deverel, Wilts, of West Monkton 
and Wrington, Somerset, and MarnhuU and Compton Abbas, Dorset. 
His obit was on March i (probably he died in 1353). See Fasti EccL Sar, 
and Weaver's Somerset Incumbents, He exchanged Caundle Bishop for 
Compton Abbas with 

William de Mayne, collated 3 Cal. Apr., 1326. Patron, Bp. of Sarum. 
Rector of Compton Abbas 1324-6. 

Edmund Cokerel, collated 13 Aug., 1396. He was Subdean of Sarum 1396, 
Prebendary of Axford (Sarum) 1399, admitted into full residence as Canon 
4 Mar., 1399. Died 5 Oct., 1400, and was buried in Salisbury Cathedral, 
opposite the chapel of St. Edmund. {Fasti EccL Sar,) 

John Dygon or Dygoner, LL.B., collated 10 Sept., 141 2. Patron, Bp. of 
Sarum. Exchanged with 

Philip Goffe, Vicar of Cannings, instituted 14 Jany., 1419. 

Thomas Clerk alias Brydford, on death of Goflfe, collated 3 May, 1440. 

Thomas Hedeley, on resignation of Brydford, collated 14 Sept., 1447. 

John Cribb. 

Thomas Wever, M.A., on resignation of Cribb, instituted 17 Feb., 15 12, on 
presentation of Edward Higgins, Doctor in Decrees, by grant from the 
Bishop. A * Thomas Weaver ' was made Preb. of Warminster (Sarum) 
I Aug., 1 5 17, and resigned his Prebend in 1520. 

Thomas Perham, chaplain, on resignation of Wever, collated 24 Nov., 15 14. 

He was here temp, Valoris Eccl.y 1534-5. 
Robert Howles, collated 1564. Buried at Caundle Bishop 17 May, 1579, as 

" Robert HoUis, parson." William Balche, the Curate, was buried 8 May, 

1571. 

Thomas Painter, collated 1579. 

Hamnet Hyde, collated circa 1588. Patron, Bp. of Sarum, ratione epis- 
copatus. Usher of Sherborne School, 1570-72. Buried at Caundle Bishop 
18 Oct., 161 8. He was perhaps R. of Stratford Tony, Wilts, 1560, and 
V. of Stinsford, Dorset, 1575. Persons of the same name matriculated at 
Oxford in 1578/9 and 1616. 

John Morsley, collated 27 Oct., 16 18. (Liber Inst., Public Record Office.) 
Patron, Bp. of Sarum.

Gilbert Hawthorne, B.D., instituted 24 Nov., 1618, on the presentation 
of Bernard Goch, LL.D. Matric. at Oxford 7 Feb., 1588/9, aged 16, as of 
CO. Somerset, cler. fil., from C.C.C. ; B.A. 1593; M.A. 1596/7; B.D. and 
licensed to preach by the University 1605. V. of Devynnock, Brecon, 
1608 ; V. of Carhampton, Somerset, 161 4-8 ; incorporated at Cambridge 
1622. Buried at Caundle Bishop 5 Aug., 1634. Will, 27 Mar., proved 
II Aug., 1634 (72 Seager, P.C.C). 

Henry Watkins, B.A., instituted 1634, on the presentation of Henry Watkins, 
senr. cler. Read the Articles 17 Aug., 1634. Matric. at Oxford, as son of 
Henry Watkins, pleb., of Wraxall, Dorset, aged 21, from Glouc. Hall, 
23 Oct., 1629; B.A. 1629. He was "outed" before 30 Oct., 1646, and 
during his sequestration Leonard Clat worthy (or Clotworthy) 1646, 
Sebastian Pitfield 1650, and William Morris 165 1, were intruded into 
the cure. Henry Watkins lived to be reinstated, and was buried at 
Caundle Bishop 31 May, 1680. 

Arthur Barrett, M.A., instituted 1680. He matric. at Oxford, as son of 
Wm. Barrett of Maidstone, Kent, pleb., p.p., aged 18, 14 Nov., 1661, from 
Merton Coll.; B.A. 1666; M.A. (Christ's Coll., Cantab.) 1680. R. of 
Sutton Waldron, Dorset, 1676-80. 
(N.B. — Hutchins's Dorset is evidently wrong in placing John Moore at 
Caundle Bishop between Watkins and Barrett. Moore was Incumbent 
of Long Burton.) 

Jonathan Style, M.A., instituted 168 1. He matric. at Oxford, aged 16, as 
son of Clem. Styles of Morton, Berks, gent., 17 Mar., 1670/ r, from St. 
Edmund Hall ; B.A. (Balliol) 1674 ; M.A. (Magd.) 1677. Chaplain of 
Magd. Coll. 1677-81 ; chaplain to the Earl of Bristol. Died 17 May, 
buried at Caundle Bishop 20 May, 1689, aged 35. 

John Jolland, M.A., instituted 1689. Fellow of C.C.C, Cantab. B.A. 1679, 
M.A. 1683. Resigned this Rectory, 1698. 

John Gale, instituted 15 Aug., 1698. Patron, John, Bp. of Bristol. He 
matric. at Oxford, aged 17, as son of Wm. Gale of Chippenham, pleb., 
15 Mar., 1677/8, from St. Edmund Hall ; B.A. 1681 ; M.A. 1684. Vicar of 
Haydon 1713. By his will, dated 9 Dec, 1728, he left £\o to the poor 
of Caundle Bishop. 

Elisha Millechamp, M.A., instituted 21 Aug., 1729, on the presentation 
of Wm., Lord Digby. He matric. at Oxford, aged 18, as son of Elisha 
Millechamp of Hereford (city), cler., 24 Mar., 1715/6, from Christ Church ; 
B.A. (Balliol) 1719 ; M.A. (Trinity Coll., Cantab.) 1727. Vicar of Haydon 
26 July, 1729. He ceded in 1745. 

Barnabas Smith, B.D., instituted 18 Sept., 1745. He matric. at Oxford, aged 
17, as son of Barnabas Smith of Panton, co. Line, cler. (his father being 
V. of Gt. Sturton and of Panton, co. Line), 13 Dec, 1709, from C.C.C. ; 
B.A. 1713; M.A. 1717; Proctor 1725; B.D. 1726. V. of Cliflford, co. 
Hereford, 1725 ; R. of Trent 1732, and R. of Horsington 1754, both in 
Somerset ; Preb. of Wells 1757-60. Resigned Caundle Bishop 1748. 
Buried at Trent 9 Feb., 1760. 

Edward Cotes, B.C.L., instituted 30 Aug., 1748, on the presentation of Wm., 
Lord Digby. He matric. at Oxford, aged 15, as son of Digby Cotes of 
Coleshill, CO. Warw., cler., 9 Apr., 1739, from Magd. Hall. (His father was 
Fellow of All Souls', Principal of Magd. Hall, Public Orator, Preb. of 
Lichfield and R. of Coleshill.) B.C.L. 1746. V. of Haydon, V. of Sherborne 
1773. Buried at Sherborne 11 July, 1780, aged 56. 

Nathaniel Bristed, M.A., instituted 23 Aug., 1780, on the presentation 
of Henry, Lord Digby. B.A. 1758 ; M.A. 1767, Emmanuel Coll., Cantab. 
Head Master of Sherborne School 1766-90 ; V. of Haydon 1780 ; V. of 
Sherborne 1781 ; P.C. of North Wootton, Dorset, 18 10. He died 10 Aug., 
and was buried at Caundle Bishop 16 Aug., 1810.

Charles Digby, M.A., instituted 24 Nov., 18 10. He matric. at Oxford, aged 
18, as son of Stephen Digby of St. James', Westminster, esq, 22 Oct., 
1793, from St. Mary Hall ; B.A. 1798 ; M.A. 1801. Of Meriden Hall, 
CO. Warw. R. of Bp's Lydeard 1801, R. of Penselwood 1806, R. of Middle 
Chinnock 1807, R. of Chisleborough 1807, all in Som.erset; Canon of 
Windsor 1808. He died 23 June, 1841, aged 66 years. 

Ralph Lyon, D.D., instituted 184 1, on the presentation of Edw., Earl Digby. 
Scholar of Trinity Coll, Cantab.;. B.A. 1820; M.A. 1823; D.D. 1836. 
Head Master of Sherborne School 1823-45 ; V. of Haydon 1845. Born 
at Hexham 14 Mar., 1795 * died at Weymouth 29 Feb., 1856. Buried at 
Caundle Bishop 7 March, aged 60. 

Charles Robert Dampier, B.A., instituted 1856, on the presentation of 
G. D. W.-Digby, esq. B.A. St. John's Coll., Cantab., 1847. R. of Thornford 
1849-56. Born 22 Sept., 1824 ; died 19 Mar., 1862, aged 38. Buried 
at Caundle Bishop April 5th. 

Edward Pierce Grant, M.A., instituted 1862, on the presentation of 
G. D. W.-Digby, esq. He matric. at Oxford, aged 18 (son of Robert 
Grant, R. of Bradford Abbas), 23 Dec, 1851, fiom New College ; scholar 
1851-9; B.A. 1856; M.A. 1858. V. of Portsmouth 1868; Rural Dean of 
Portsea I. 1881. 

Thomas Henry Braim, D.D., LL.D., instituted 1868, on the presentation 
of G. D. W.-Digby, esq. Hare exhibitioner of St. John's Coll., Cantab., 
D.D. by Abp. of Canterbury 1857. Head Master of Bp's Grammar School, 
Hobart Town, 1835-41 ; Principal of Sydney Coll. 1841-8 ; Inc. of 
St. John's, Belfast, 1848-66; Archdeacon of Portland, Melbourne, 1854- 
66 ; R. of All Saints, Dorchester, Dorset, and Chaplain to Marq. of 
Lothian 1867; exchanged Caundle Bishop forV. of Ilsington, Devon, 1875 5 
R. of Risley cum Breaston, co. Derby, 1879. He died 14 Oct., 1891, 
aged 77, 

Robert Lovett, B.A., instituted 1875, on the presentation of G. D. W.-Digby, 
esq. (Son of Sackville Hatch Lovett, esq., J.P. for co. Dublin.) B.A.
